As I have said, it was hard to 
hold the horse! at our camp on 
I account of the black dies. So, early 
next morning we packed up and 
[started the climb to the edge ef 
timber where we made camp on a 
windy point, with scrub brush for 
firewood. 
The boys were fortu­ 
nate to find, in the small timber 
below, the ridge poles of a last 
winter’s trapper-camp and these 
they packed up and we managed 
to put up a makeshift camp. 
John and I started immediately 
to hunt, leaving Alex to complete 
the 
camp. 
Between 
3 
and 
4 
o’clock, searching the country con­ 
tinuously 
with the glasses, John 
saw a black bear gradually feeding 
up out of the timber to some moss- 
berry flats. 
We hurried to inter­ 
cept him 
at a point we guessed 
he would 
come out. 
Within half-a-mile of this place 
we left the horses and went on 
afoot. 
We screened ourselves be­ 
hind a big boulder, occasionally 
getting glimpses of the bear grad­ 
ually feeding higher and higher. 
It seemed a Ane chance so we im­ 
patiently waited until we i noted 
the baar was feeding away from us. 


Drop Into Swale 
Then we dropped 
down Into 
a steep little swale that we thought 
would bring us to a point from 
which a shot could be had. 
The 
wind w as strong enough to keep 
the flies from bothering too much 
but, all of a sudden the wind that 
had been always in our favor, sud­ 
denly 
changed 
and 
I 
said 
to 
John: "There 
goes our chance.’’ 
He didn’t think so, advancing a 
theory that. it wouldn’t take the 
scent up on the ridge along which 
the bear was now feeding. 
He looked like a big bear and 
the pelt also looked good. Four or 
five hundred yards further along 
we crawled up for another look 
and there went our bear in that 
rolling, ambling run that covers 
ground pretty fast. 
There was no 
use to follow so we turned back 
toward camp. 
On the way we 
must have seen two or three hun­ 
dred ptarmigan. They were every­ 
where, but as we had plenty in 
camp we didn’t stop for more. The 
wind was now giving us plenty of 
protection from the flies. Our white 
tent was plainly visible a mile away 
and while it was getting late we 
climbed a high knoll and John 
seated himself to scan the country 
for a last look. 
Scan Rugged Canyon 
After a while he handed me the 
glasses and directed that I look 
across a steep and rugged canyon 
to the side of a hill about as far 
from the camp as we were and riv­ 
eted my attention by saying: "I 
think I see bear.” 
After some 
coaching, the object was located 
but I couldn’t be certain. 
The 
color 
wasn’t 
right; 
looked 
too 
brown. 
John thought it a grizzly, 
but I differed as to the kind be­ 
cause this wasn’t grizzly country. 
But, in all probability it was a bear 
we had seen. But to get to it and 
near enough for a shot meant a 
detour of about three miles and 
by the time we get there the light 
would be too poor for a shot Any­ 
way, the bear would have stopped 
feeding for the night and gone into 
the timber, so we concluded to go 


to camp and have a try for him In 
the morning. 
This we did and while we search­ 
ed the country until in Id-forenoon 
no further sight of the bear was 
obtained. 
Try For Rams 
We packed up and returned to 
Sheep mountain to try folr rams. 
On the way over we met Father 
Bouche (I am not certain the nrnne 
is 
right) 
mushing-in 
with 
hts 
dogs, heavily packed with bedding 
and provisions for he was to spend 
the winter trapping in this section. 
He looked Jiusky enough to me but 
the boys said he originally had 
come north for his health but I was 
not informed whether he followed 
his clerical duties at the combina­ 
tion Jog church and school around 
which the Bear lake Indian fam­ 
ilies gather in the winter while the 
men are away trapping in far scat­ 
tered places. 
Next morning John and I start­ 
ed out early for either sheep or 
goats and with the horses started 
to climb Sheep mountain. 
This is 
quite a task, even lf you ride a let 
of the way. 
Some of It you must, 
of necessity, walk, and at the best 
it’s a three or four-hour assign­ 
ment. Rut always there are sheep 
on some part of this mountain. 
There are places on top where th# 
trail, if such it can be* called, runs 
along a ledge where the mountain 
breaks down each way over Ice 
glaciers and impassable precipices. 
Now, this trail Isn’t a s dangerous 
as it sounds. The top of the moun­ 
tain makes almost a U turn where 
you have to cross a snow-field of

Hundreds of thousands of citizens, m ost of them of 
moderate means, are direct owners of railroad as- 
. purities—and are thus directly dependent, in whole 
*Hr in part, on the railroad* for their livelihood, and 
IM* ago security. M illions of other cltlsens are in­ 
directly owners of th* industry. Every man or w o­ 
man, for example, who has a savings account or in­ 
surance policy lia s a vital interest in the railroads— 
for banka and ihkiinanoe companies alw ays have 
been among the largest holders of the Industry’s 


securities. 
Th* interest of these ’ m illions in the railroads 
transcends that of tither railway m anagem ent or 
labor. Abd it ii to these m illions that management. 
labor and governm ent owe a tremendous and ines­ 
capable responsibility. The ereeh of the railroads 
would mean ehkos throughout our Whole economic 
order. It would m ean unemployment, 
commercial 
failure and general business depression on an un­ 
precedented scale. It would mean the ruin of an un­ 
told number of individuals. 
Today railway labor has a stronger voice in the 
c o q u e t of th* industry than does management itself. 
The influence of the government is greater than 
cither.

PURPOSE OP EDUCATION I t CHANGING 
INDIVIDUALS 
Mathew Chappell, in hts hook, 'To th* Nam* of 
Common Sense," says that our w hole educational 
system exists for the purpose of changing individuals. 
This definition seem s to he sound and. w ith this 
definition, every Individual who has any influence 
on any other individual is an educator. 
And lf th is is a practical definition of education, 
then it would seem that It would he extrem ely diffi­ 
cult for higher public education to change individuals 
wisely. H igher public education in a voting majority 
governm ent of necessity, la directed by tho majority, 
and the m ajority Invariably is wrong on any con­ 
troversial question. Therefore, higher education on 
controversial Questions invariably is changing peo­ 
ple in harmony with the view s of the mass of voters. 
F ew people have realized that this in the inevitable 
result of public education under majority rule and 
that there cannot be any other result. It is impossible 
for anyone to attem pt to change others to believe 
differently than they them selves believe. If they be­ 
lieved their beliefs were wrong, they would change 
their own beliefs. 
Bo when the political educator, who is seeking 
more a%A more of public funds and telling the 
gullible public that ho will establish liberty, per­ 
sonality, character lf he is given sufficient money, it 
in w ell to remember that he can only teach, and long 
retain his position, the sam e interpretation of liber­ 
ty, of personality, of character, of the philosophy of 
democracy and of the philosophy of Christianity, 
that the majority of people who elect the officers who 
hire him, believe. 
Bo students, Instead of being changed to follow 
the great thinkers and doers of the ages, will be 
taught and changed to believe differently from that 
which these great masters have tau gh t They will 
of necessity havs to he taught what the mob be­ 
lieves. 
Possibly this is the reason that the more we spend 
on higher public ^education, the more crime we have, 
th* more unemployment we have, the less liberty we 
have and the more poverty we have. 


IS VICE, CRIME A RESULT OF POVERTY? 
These "holier than thou” reformers who cannot 
manage their own affairs and would have the gov 
em inent elim inate poverty on the contention that 
poverty is the cause of crime, might do well to ex­ 
plain why Musica, who committed suicide after a 
shortage of IS million dollars and who lived in lux­ 
ury and extravagance, could be vicious when he had 
so much. 


These reformers might also explain why such men 
a s Insult, who had accost to millions should be lr 
responsible, if poverty is the cause of crime. 
They m ight also explain why there is so much more 
crime now with our standard of living a great deal 
higher than It was SO years ago. when there was 
much less crime. 


Certainly this theory that crime can be elim inated 
by bribing th* people with gifts cannot be dem­ 
onstrated in a single case in history.
